3- Procedure of affixation of the recognised mark on “new jute woolpack prior 
to export.’’ 

The provisions of the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act, 
1932 (36 of 1952), the Indian Standards Institution (Celt fication Marks) Rules, 1955 
and the Indian Standards Institution (Certification Maiks) Regulations, 1955, 
shall, so fur as may be, apply to the affixation of the recognised mark on “new jute 
woolpack’’ prior to export.
